Emperor’s Condition—The Tisza incident

London, June2.—Peopie are beginning to 
muster in thousandsto attend the demon- 
stration at Hyde Park this afternoon against 
the compensation clause for the withdrawal of 
* licenses, The enthusiasm is really 
remarkable, although strictly speaking the 
demonstration is not of « political character. 
Its promoters are the numerous temperance 
bodies whose aggregate members are now 
@ounted by hundreds of thousands. At the 
game time it is naturally looked upon with 
sympathy by the opposition, and several Lib- 
ral members of Parliament are expected 
‘to speak. The Standard eneers in its 
meual style at the poverty of those 
‘who take part in the demonstration 
and declares tnat not one in a hundred would 
not be glad of a glass of beer at the expense of 
somebody else. The Times, however, while 
supporting the Government, speaks of those 
- participating as earnest,sincere and worthy of 
every respect. The weather to-day is mag- 
‘ mificent, much to the disappointment of the 
publicans. Itis thought quite likely that the 
effect df this and other demonstrations of pub- 
lic opinion will be finally to decide the Gov- 
ernmentto pass the tocal government bill 
without the licensing clause,leaving the latter 
specially to be dealt with next year, Not even 
the Tory party is agreed on the question. 
Some, and these are at present the majority, 
would press the clause at all hazards; others, 
aemall minority, areopposed to them alto- 
gether. A considerable number would grant 


compensation, but only out of the funds ob- 


tained from publicans who retain their 
licenses. Ritchie himself, in a letter to Henni- 
ker Heaton, says if the proposal is made to 
allocate an additional 20 per cent of license 
duty for purposes of compensation, the Gov- 
ernment would offer no opposition.

FORTABLE MORNING. 


The Patient Attacked With a Severe Fit of 
Coughing After Midnight—No MRecur- 
rence of the Dangerous Symptems—The

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 2,3 a. m.—Gen- 
Sheridan awoke from a light sleep a short 
time ago and was immediately seized with an 
attack of coughing which lasted some minutes.

The House. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 2.—On motion of 
Mr. Blount of tveorgia the Senate amendments 
to the experimental agricultural station bill 
were concurred in, and, on motion of Mr. 
Crisp of Georgia, similar action was taken on 
the bills authorizing the construction of 
bridges across the Tennessee River near Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., and at Guntersville, Ala., 
and extending the time for the construction 
of the new bridge across Staten Island Sound. 

The House then went into committee of the 
whole on the icultural appropriation bill. 
Mr. Hatch of Missouri asked that general de- 
bate be dispensed with, which was done, and 
the bill was read by sections for amendment 

Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio proposed an amend- 
ment forbidding the issuance by the Agricul- 
tural Department to members of Congress of 
any seeds in excess of their respective quota, 
and making it unlawful for the Commissioner 
of Agriculture and any subordinate in 
the department to act as agent for 
any seed man. The amendment was ruled 
out on a point of order. The committee then 
rose and the bill was passed. 

The amendment under consideration was to 
strike from the free list timber, hewn and 
sawed,and timber used for spars and wharves. 

Mr. Randall of Pennsylvania, addressing the 
House, said that it should be the object of the 
House to fix the tariff at a 
rate just high enough to cover the difference 
in wages of lumbermen in this country, and 
he hoped that the duty would be fixed as in 
his bill at 15 per cent ad valorem. 

Mr. Boothman ofCalifornia advocated the 
adoption of the amendment, believing that 
free lumber meant idle workmen in 
this country. If the lumbermen were

Labor News. 


CuHIcaGo, III., June 2.—The Times says: 
The disintegration of the Knights of Labor 
in this vicinity is going on at a rapid rate. 
Ever since the great rebellion was started 
after the annual convention last October, the 
desertions have been many. The ‘‘Rebels’’ 
have not succeeded in getting a great many 
Knights to join the new provisional organiza- 
tion. The whole number of persons now pay- 
ing taxes to the Provisional Committee is 
about thirty theusand. It is a pretty large 
number, but nothing as compared to the 
number of those who have been induced, by 
the rebellion more than by anything 
else, to leave the Knights Labor 
altogether, and either give up labor 
organizations or join a trades union and the 
American Federation of Labor. District as- 
semblies based simply on geographical loca- 
tion are collapsing. District No. 57 of Chi- 
cago is going to pieces, most of its members 
having joined the new trades district of pack- 
ing-house employes. District No. has 
fallen from 24,000 in 1886 to about six 
thousand who remain members nominally, 
but very few of the locals are able 
to keep up their regular meetings. Meanwbile 
the trades unions are booming. The Knights 
of Labor shoemakers are about to join atrades 
district. The painters have withdrawn. So 
have what few remained of the carpenters ex- 
cept two locals with less than 100 members. 
The iron and steel- workers are forming a trade 
district. Besides this * there is 
a large actual loss which can hardly be calcu- 
lated. 


A Big Sugar Plant. 


Boston, Mass., June 2.—Stillman F. Kelly, 
President of the National Sugar Manufacting 
Co., has made public the plan by which that 
concern is to Manufacture sorghum sugar ona 


larger scale than ever heretofore. The concern 
has a capital of $1,000,000, is corporated under 
the laws of Kansas and claims to hold a pat- 
ent (Swenson’s) by which it can extract three 
times the amount of sugar that has heretofore 
been possible, and the extract will be of an 
improved quality. The works are at Topeka 
and Fort Scott.

THE SPLENDID PALACE OF LOUIS XIV. 
FALLING INTO RUIN. 


Recollections of the Last Government Ball in 
the Palace—The Lives of 10,000 Persons 
in Danger—Some New Anecdotes About 
the Emperor of Germany—Lucy Hooper’s 
Paris Letter.

ARIS, May 11.— 
At last Paris is 
about to rival 
Rome in the way 
of a gigantic and 
majestic ruin. 
Up to the present 
time the only im- 
pressing object 
of that nature to 
be seen in this

and which, all 
waving with flowering weeds and long 
grasses, looks wonderfully picturesque and 
impressive under the bright sunshine of 
spring. Still, as a ruin it did 
not amount to much. But in a 
a few years Paris will be able to boast of one 
rivalling in interest and importance that of 
the Roman Palace of the Omsers. For Ver- 
sailles ia going steadily to decay. Neglect and 
damp and vandalism are destroying the splen- 
did palace of Louis XIV. as surely as the Com- 
mune did with its flames the sister palace of 
the Tuileries. The statues in the gardens are 
covered with green mould, many are over- 
thrown, and some ofthem are broken. The 
stone ot the facade of the palace itself 
is scaling and dropping away piecemeal. 
The statues that adorn it are swaying in 
many instances from their niches, and would 
fall were they not kept in place by iron bars, 
most of which are half eaten away by rust, 
and most surely will give way before long. 
The root has begun to leak, and the water has 
penetrated to several of the upper rooms. 
The other day a massive piece of stonework 
fell out bofiily from one ofthe exterior walls. 
The grounds are rapidly losing their trim, 
formal aspect, and are 

TURNING INTO A WILDERNESS. 

The pipes that supplied one- half 
of the fountains are burst or 
broken, and the basins are .choked 
up with mud and decayed vegetation. The 
main canal, once five feet deep, is no longer 
more than a foot and a-half, owing to the ac- 


cumulation of all sorts of deposit, and the 
effluvia from the stagnant waters is a real 
source of danger tothe health of the inhabi- 
ants ofthe city. Half the frogsin the grand 
fountain of Latona have been stolen by the 
boys of Versailles. The grounds of the Grand 
Grianon are all overgrown with weeds 
and bushes, the plaster is scaling off of 
the walls of Marie Antoinette’s dairy, 
and the whole place is oe piteous to 
behold. It bas been computed that at least 
$1,000,000 will be required to put the palace and 
park in good condition once more. 

Things have been going to wrack and ruin 
for a long time past. It has been for years a 
well-known fact that at the grand ball given 
in the Galerie des Glaces by the Government 
in October of the last exhibition year (1878) a 
frightful catastrophe was dreaded, and with 
reason, by the officials who had it in charge. 
The floor of the east ball- room swayed and 
settled so greatly under the weight of the 
thousands of guests who were present that its 
tall was momentarily looked for all through 
the evening. In fact, one old man, who had 
been one of the guardians of the building 
since the days of the inauguration of the pict- 
ure galleries in the days of Louis Philippe, 
remained watching atthe door of one of the 
rooms under the ball-room with 
indescribable anguish and anxiety 
all through the evening. ad

Many persons 
arrived in the vestibule and never got up- 
stairs at all. Amongst these was Miss Kate 
Field. Very vivid, too, in my memory is the 
aspect of the great courtyard, strewn 
rom one end tothe other with operoakfsah- 
of every style and hue, intermingled wtif 
countless overcoats, for the men in charge o 
the cloak department had gotten drunk and 
departed, leaving the guests to sort out and 
claim their own garments as best they might. 
Some ladies lest sealskin sacques of great 
beauty and value. Altogether, the last grand 
official entertainment given inthe time-hon- 
ored halls of the gorgeous old palace is a dire- 
ful memory for those who were present, and 
itcame near terminating in the most awful 
tragedy of which a ball-reom ever was the 
scene. 

THE GERMAN EMPEROR. 

Some interesting anecdotes respecting the 
new Emperor of Germany have recently been 
made public. Duringthe lifetime of his father 
his personality was Ar kept in shadow, 
but since his accession the world at large has 
been fully informed of many of the interest- 
ing details of this heroic royal existence. His 
military education began with his tenth year 
when he was withdrawn from the charge o 
his governess and placed in that of 
a tutor, who was a Colonel, and 
who was aided in his important task by three 
under officers. In connection with his studies 
of the cavairy service he was taught not only 
how to ride, but how to break and train a 
horse, hew to shoe it, etc. In conformity 
with the traditions of the Hohenzollern family 
he learned a trade, and ig fact became expert 
N — namely Labine making and book - 

nding. 

He first saw the Princess Victoria, his future 
wife, in 1852, when that young lady was 
only 12 ears old. t was on the 
occasion of bis visit to Londen at the 
epech ofthe first universal exhibition, that 
known as the ‘‘Orystal Palace,’’in Hyde Park, 
Three years later he again visited England 


and went to Balmeral, where the royal family‘ 


were staying, for the express purpose of mak- 
ing a formal demand of the hand ofthe Prin- 
cess. Both the Queen and Prince Albert re-

One day during lesson time an 
elaborate breakfast was served to 
the tutor, while the pupils received 
their usual frugal repast. They looked 
longingly at the delicacies placed before their 
teacher, and he shared his breakfast with the 
two royal boys. Their father chanced to en- 
ter before the repast was finished. He said 
nothing at the time, buthe afterwards ad- 
dressed a firm but kindly reproof to the 
teacher:‘‘If I wanted my sons to partake ofa 
hot luacbeon,I could afford them that luxury,’ 
he remarked, ‘‘butI do not think that yourly 
people can be brought up too simply, and 
wish my boys to learn from their earliest 
years, to accustom themselves to plain food 
and a plain mode of existence.’’

THE TARIFF IN ELECTIONS. 

While claiming California for the Dem- 
ocrats this year, Senator Hearst admits 
that he cannot tell how the tariff issue 
will affect the vote of his State, because 
no former election there has turned on 
that question. In fact, no man can tell 
how it will affect the vote of any State in 
which it has never been the leading issue 
between parties. But as far as elections 
have gone in States where the tariff issue 
has been the most prominent, the results 
have certainly not been of a kind to scare 
tariff reformers. 

The emphasis with which the Pennsyl- 
vania Democrats have repudiated Mr. 
RANDALL'S tariff position is duplicated in 
the opposition of a large Republican ele- 
mentto the attitude of the Republican 
members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, and the division of the Republic- 
ans on the tariff question seems to be 
more formidable and irreconcilable than 
on the Democratic side. 

The Chicago Tribune warns its fellow 
Republicans that their party has never 
on a presidential battle on a platform 
‘tof high protection,“ and that its first 
reverse was when it accepted the square 
issue presented by TILDEN’s platform of 
en tariff for revenue only,“ in 1876. On 
this platform he swept New York, Con- 
necticut, New Jersey and Indiana, and 
carried the country by a majority of 250,- 
000 votes, coming within 7,000 votes of 
taking Ohio from Hayes and whittling 
down the Republican majority in Illinois 
from 60,000 to 19,000. 

The same stalwart Republican paper as- 
cribes the success.of the Republican party 
four years later to the nomination of Gen. 
GARFIELD, ‘‘a pronounced tariff-reform 
man,” who took from Hancock three of 
the Northern States TILpEN had carried. 
Of Brarne’s defeat the Tribune, which 
ardently advocated both his nomination 
and election, says: 

In 1884 the Republican platform declared for 
tariff reform—correcting irregularities, re- 
moving incongruities, and reducing the sur- 
plus revenue by reducing tariff taxation. 
But Mr. BLAINE, unfortunately, was not satis- 
fled with the reformatory and reductive tariff 
plank in the Republican platform made by the 
National Convention of the party, but sought 
to make another, and in his speeches advo- 
cated ultra-tariffism, and the result was that 
tens of thousands of Republicans repudiated 
the offensive issue thrust upon them and 
bolted their party ticket, inflicting upon the 
Republican party a disastrous defeat. Many 
whose party fealty kept them in line and who 
labored zealously for BLAINE’sS success, virtu- 
ally lost hone after he began to force and em- 
phasize the high-tariff issue outside of the 
platform. 

That ‘‘a trust-monopoly tariff cam- 
‘*paign on the part of the Republicans 
**would be worse this year than in 1876 or 
** in 1884’? is a warning which the Chi- 
cago Tribune persistently presses upon its 
party, and all the election returns so far 
plainly sustain it. Those who claim that 
RANDALL’s speeches and RaNDALL’s inter- 
pretation of the platform saved New 
York for CLEVELAND in 1884 seem to for- 
get the larger majority by which Nor 
carried the State on a radical low-tariff 
platform and the increased majority by 
which Rn carried the same State since 
1884, without RaNDALL'S assistance,and on 
a platform demanding a sweeping reduc- 
don of tariff duties.

Reno B. Alexander, aged 18 years; Marie, 16 
years ; Octavia, 14 years, and Placide, 12 years. 
As a further ground for a divorce, Mrs. Alex- 
ander alleges that her husband deserted her 
on the 80th of May, 1885, and bas remained 
away from her ever since. She states that he

A Sad Domestic Story.

MUST PAY THEM. 


Bonds Issued by a Fraudylently Organized 
Kansas County. 


TOPEKA, Kan., June 2.—Judge Foster of the 
United States Circuit Court has rendered an 
opinion in the case of Charles Edward Lewis 
vs. the Commissioners of the County of 
Comanche, Kan. It is a case involving the 
validity of $72,000 issued by county officers 
several years ago. The officers disposed of 
the bonds to Lewis, an English capitalist, 


pocketed the money, and left the State. 
About that time the State was visited by 
grasshop ers and drought and the county 
was wholly depopulated and the 
county organization was Gbanconet 
After remaining unorganized near . 
years, the county was again organize and 
suit was brought by Lewis to recover the 
amount of his bonds, but a determined fight 
was made by the county against their pay: 
ment on the grounds that the county had 
fraudulently organized and bonds issued by 
swindlers who had made themselves county 
officers. The Judge holds that the whole pro- 
ceeding to organize the county was a con- 
spiracy, supported by fraud and perjury, and 
that the pretended organization was fraudu- 
lent, but that the bonds were issued, the de 
facto organization had been made valid by 
legislative recognition, and, therefore, the 
bonds will have to be paid.
